The Scauenteenth, Paregeze, which we call

The Eightcenth,.Lmphifomas, which we call

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converſion of the two parts; The Middle-men or

CHAP. 2. 


Of the Particular Motions belonging 
to the Foote onely, 


PLL manner of Marches and Motions 
= whatſocucr,bclonging to a Foote Com- 

S228 pany (as I hauc touched before in my 
CAccidence ) muſt of neceſſity. beeyther 
in Diſtance,or Forme ; & eyther of theſe myuſtbe, 
eyther in Fyles or Rankes,ſcuerally,and ofrhem- 
ſclues,or cl{c ioyntly, both together. 

Of Fyles and Rankes, what they arc, what their 
extentsought ro be, what effeRs, verrues, and vies 
are wrought by them, I haue ſufficiently ſhewed 
in my Accidexce : Only, becauſe there is alittle 
difterence betwixt vs and the Avncients, and bc- 
twixtthe Schollers of theſ« Moderne times, and 


the Schollers of the Elder World, I will as neere 
iu, as 


ht eee 
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51can, reconcile them, or atleaſt, bringthem to 
ſhake hands, and agree together. 

The firſt Receivers of Millitaric Diſcipline (and 
thoſe which are at this day their Schollers, and 

ofeſt Imitators) would haue a File to confiſt of 
ne Men in depth, ſucceſſively one after an 
other : Others would haue it conſiſt of Eight ; 
Andothers (which are our lateſt and beſt appro- 
ved)would hauc them conſiſt of Ten, 


Thereaſon why the firſt would haue it confiſt The Ancienr 


of lixtecne, is becauſe ir is an euen and proporti- 


onable number, which may bee doubled to the .econcit's, 


laſt man; as from ſixteenc to eight, from cight 
to fourc, from fourcto two, from two to one ; 
andſo backe againe reduced to the firſt forme or 
Station, This I confefle bearcs a faire ſh:w of 
much probab lity, and was doubtleſle inthe firſt 
Ape, of ſftngular vic and bencfir, both for the 
forming and proportioning of Battailes yas alſs 
forthe readineſſc of Marching, and the mixing 
or ioyning of many Groſles, or great Bodies, in 
one ſquare, Round or Trianguiar faſhion. But 
tistobevnderſtood,that in theſe former dayes, 
there was no vic or knowledge of Shot, becauſe 
theinuention of Firs lay then vnknowne; their 
Darts, Slings, Croſſz-bowes, Long-bowes,and 
thelice, . which pailed vnder the Light-armed, 
held then no method or preſcript forme an giving 
their Vollzis, bur dcliucred: them one 0Þer an- 
others head, wichout danger : fo that 'the'dee: 
per the File was, the. greater the-Volley was, 
ad the Enemy the more indangered; "ow

the drawingand nocking of the Arrow, the La. 

ding of the Sling, the bending of the-Croſſe. 
bow, and the charging of rhe Dart, are Motions 
ſo ſoddaine, ſo quicke, and ſo ſecure, that there 
is noneceſſity of alteration of place , for in 
as much as not any of theſe Volleis are deli. 
uered vpon the Leuell, but ypon neceflity on 
the Mounture ; therefore the foreſtanders, or 
leaders of Files, and their followers are not in. 
dangered by the Reare : ſo that in this caſe, the 
deeper the File is, the more hands are brought to 
fight, andthe victory the ſooner obtained, 

Burt with vs now in theſe moderne and latter 
times, wherein the Inucntion of Short and Pow- 
der is founde out ; and the danger, Sodainneſle 
and Violence of the Fire is knowne : in ſo much 
that it is ever deliuered in Level), ſeldome or nc- 
uer at Random:(for thatis vſclefle and ro nocon- 
ſtant purpoſe) In this caſe there is great reſpe& 
to be hadto the alteration and change ofplace, 
for (as I haue ſayd before) to deliuer Short one 
behinde another (and that alſo in Levell) is for 
the hindmoſtro Kill the formoſt, if they Shootin 
Leuell (as they ought) or otherwife Shooting at 
Randome, to ſpende their Bulletts ro no purpoſe 
and leave the Encmie vnauoided , Therefore in 
this true and certayne Diſcipline, Fier is onlyeto 
be giuen in the Front, and ſo by ſucceſſion of 
Ranks, one Volley after another, every hand isin 
his due time and place brought ts Fight, and 
phe Volley hath no intermiſſion or reſpeit, 

; Now itis to bee conſidered in what ſpace of 
| ume 
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time a man may Charge and Diſcharge his Peece 
mouing from the Front to the Reare, and ſo Aſ- 
ſending vp to the Frqntagaine; andit is found by 
the experience of all well Iudging Souldiers, that 
the depth of Tenn menis the abſolute beſt Num- 
ber, For the firſt man Diſcharging in the Front,in 
the ſpace that nine more ſhall eome and doe the 
like: The firſt ſhall make his place good againe, 8: 
ſo continnue the Volley ad infinirsm. Now there 
areſome which ſtrongly hold opinion, that Eighe 
indepth of File ſhall doc as much asten, and with 
s$litle Difficultie make readic and Preſent; which 
_——_— may be poſlible, in expert, old, and 
ie Soldiers and ſoa competent and ſufficient 
File; But in raw, Ignorant, and half exerciſed men 
itcannot be ſo, Neither can it be hoped that dus-. 
tie ſhall ſo ſudainly be performed, And if there 
beloſſe of dutic in one man, there will be loſſe of 
duty inmore, and fo the Volley will be weakned 
&the Battalig put in danger; To add a manand 
make the File nine, is no goodExtent, becauſe that 
odd Number comming to be doubled, there will 
beaweakneſle cither in the Front, or in the Reare; 
And that wekeneſle may ouerthrow the whole 
Battalia; So that for a concluſion of this point, I 
cannot but difallowe- Sixteene in File as be-

Nand that in all Milliraric Motions there muſt be 
cucra certaine and Infallible grounde whereon 
to Builde the greater workes; For where everie 
thing is vncertaine there all things muſt necdes be 
Confuſcd, Now in the Arttof Warr, Rankes are 
vacertaine, and doe canſiſte of Numbers accord- 
ingetopleaſure? Companiesare Imperfect, Oc- 
cationed by imploymcnt, Sicknefſe, Death, or 
other Dillaſtets: Regiments are more or lefle ac- 
cording tothe goodnefle, or badrcfle of the Offt-

Of the ſeuerall Ranges of the 
Foate, and how they are Ordered, 
and Compounded.: 


aA Encrally, all Foote Battailes, or Pat- 
NM tailes of the 7»fantrie, are Rangedin- 
NIE? co Rankes & Files ; now'the Rankes 
AV are yncertaine, therefore from them 
FTE We, no truc Ground can-be taken ;- but 
the Files are certaine, therefore from them muſt 
ariſe the Ground of well Ranging of Battailes, 
fortheſe files arc ordered into: Bodies, :and thoſe 
Bodies haueevery one a ſcuerall name; ordeno- 
mination;by which-the Anntients did diſtinguiſh 
them; But we leſſe curious, and finding that play- 
ner Demonſtrations,. and Names of lefſe difficul- 
tie, wereſooner apprehended," and conceived of 
the Ignorant Souldiers,haue neglected thoſe hard 
and. ynacquainted Names, and haue reduced 
H3, them 
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them. to Termes of greater familiacity, -and 
much leſſe trouble and vexation to the me- 
mory : Yet becauſe I know that Noueltie is plea« 
ſing vato many z ſame; deſirous to know what 
they neuer intend to praRtiſez| others, willing to 
canilie their mindes, Queſtions of this nature 
might be vnſeaſonably brought vpan them; and 
others, for Argument ſake, to fill vp Diſcourſe, 
with thoſe Knowledges which they imagine are 
obſcured to others : For theſe Reaſons, Ithinke 
it not amiſſe, to ſhew how the Auntients did 
Range their Batrailes, and what Names they 

aue to their ſcuerall Numbers; and then, to 

ew our owne manner of Range, and the eaſy 
apprehenſion thereof, thar being compared to- 
gether, Iudgement may ſoone finde out, which 
1s moſt auaileable. 

And heerein,you muſt firſt vaderſtand,that the 
Auntients did range their Batrailes into Files, 
euery ſingle file contayning ia depth or number, 
full ſixteene Men, and ſo called a F:le; a Bodic 
compounded of two files, they termed a Dilochie, 
of two and thirty Men, andthe Leader, or Cap- 
taine of thoſe two and thirty Men, was called 
Dilschite; foure files, contayning threeſcore and 
foure Mcn,they called a7 — andthe Cap. 
taine or Leader thereof Tetrarcha, cight files, a 
Taxis, andthe Captaine Taxiarcha; then is fix- 
reene files, a Sywregma, and the Captaine thereof 
Syntaematarcha,which indced,is that Man which 
wecall a Captaine in Chiefe, fot cuery Synteg- 
matarchahad vnder him, fiuc Inferior wy
